Tucker, was born 
in Elba, March 15, 1929, as flood- 
waters were advancing up the ho- 
tel steps at the rate of a step an 
hour and were within three feet 
of the second floor, 


He was born at about 2 a.m., 


without medical attention or sup- 
plies and with only a dim kerosene 
lamp to illuminate the room. Be- 


fore he was 12 hours old, and as 


the water had virtually submerg- 


ea the floor in the hotel room, 
“Little Noah” and his mother were 
rescued by a boating party which 
yemoved them through a window. 
A few hours later he reached a 
hospital in Enterprise, 18 miles 
away. 

Birth of “Little Noah,” as the 
Elba flood reached its height, was 
broadcast over the flooded area 
and almost instantaneously he was 
given the nickname which persists 
after 10 years. 

His father, operator of a print 
shop in Elba, lost his property, 
due to the flood, and the family 
moved to Montgomery, where they 
have resided several years, 

“Little Noah’’ reminded inter- 
viewers at the capitol that Wed- 
nesday not only was his birthday, 
but was the birthday of his 
grandmother, Mrs. A. B. Tucker, 
of Montgomery.

DUNN TO “CLEAN 
CLOSE UP”

MONTGOMERY, March 22, 
David B#, Dunn, given the power 
as regulator of Alabama's $6,500,- 
000 beer business, moved forward 
on a broad front today to “clean 
up or close up” the flagrant law 
violators among the State's 1,600 
retail beer outlets, 

Dunn, former administrator of 
the Alabama Aleoholic Beverage 
Control Board, was named State 
director of the Brewers and Ali. 
bama Beer Distributors Commits 
tce at its organization meeting 
here last week, attended by more 
than 50 shipping brewers and dis- 
tributors controlling approximate- 
ty 98 per cent of the State's beer 
supply, 

Dunn, who resigned his State 
post to assume control of the beer 
industry, which gives employment 
to more than 5,000, was piven two 
powerful weapons in the industry's 
self-regulation program the au- 
thority to instruct brewer and dis- 
{ributor members to shut off the 
supply of beer to law violating 
beer outlets which refuse to heed 
warnings, and the right to call on 
the ABC Board, on behalf of the 
organized beer industry, to revoke 
the license of establishments which 
persist in violating the law, 

Regulation of the industry, spon- 
sored by the United Brewers In- 
dustrial Foundation, will be car- 
ried out through ten district “good 
conduct” committees covering Ala- 
bama’s 25 wet counties, which will 
report violations to State head- 
quarters for investigation, 
tor Dunn wrote the chairmen of 
these district committees this 
week asking for a full list of re- 
tail beer outlets which have 
brought complaints from the pub- 
lic because of flagrant law viola- 
tions. 

He stressed that these com- 
plaints would be thoroughly inves- 
tigated and every effort made to

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CONTRACT LET FO 
PAVING HIGH WAY 
TO ENTERPRISE 


Announcement was made last 
week by the State Highway De- 
partment that contract had been 
let to the Vandegriff Construction 
Company of Montgomery for pav- 
ing the Wiba-Mnterprise highway, 
Bids were opened on the project 
Tuesday and Vandegriff submitted 
the lowest bid, $161,504.14, 

A stipulation in the advertise- 
ment for bids on this road project 
stated that the contractor would 
be given 140 working days in 
which to complete this work, How- 
ever, it is understood that con- 
tractors get the benefit of days 
on which it rains, so it is not defl- 
pitely known just when this work 
will be completed, Ordinarily, it 
is understood, only about twenty 
days in each month can be count- 
ed as working days. On this basis 
the road will not be completed be- 


fore winter, although motorists 
were hoping that it could be 
topped before the cold weather 
hinders, 


The Vandegriff company is said 
to be one of the largest contract- 
Ing firms operating in this section 
of the country and has done some 
fine work in highway construction. 
Should work be started at two or 
three points at the same time, 
there is a probability that the road 
can be finished before winter. 
While no definite date has been 
set, it is anticipated that work 
will begin within the next week. 

It was also stated here this 
week that the Highway Depart- 
raent announced recently that an 
agreement had been reached with 
Pike County for completion of 
paving on the Troy-Elba highway.

“LIPTLE NOAH,” FLOOD-BORN | 


BOY, IS CALLER AT CAPIrOL 


MONTGOMERY, March 15.— 


Charles Edwin ‘Tucker — ‘Little 
Noah” of Elba flood fame—born 


as floodwaters from Pea River ed- 
died perilously near his parents’ 
second floor hotel room, was 10 
years old Wednesday and paid the 
capitol a visit on his birthday. 

The flood-born infant, now a 
pgangling, tow-haired lad with a 
penchant for cowboy movies and 
an admiration for G-men— and 
legislators—visited the capitol in 
company with his uncle, Represen- 
tative Earl Tucker, of Clarke 
County. 

Although his parents have striv- 
en hard to emphasize his real name 
and despite the fact that he hasn’t 
lived in Elba for several years, 
the lad responds as readily Wed- 
nesday to the nickname, “Little 
Noah,” given him by Elba folk at 
the time of the flood, as he does 
to his own, Charles Edwin. 

“Little Noah,’ moreover, isn’t 
afraid of water, and says he likes 
to take an occasional plunge, but 
is actually more interested in oth- 
er things, specifically history and 
State affairs, (His uncle is a leg- 
islator and his grandfather, A. B. 
Tucker, holds a State position.) 
On his tenth birthday, when pho- 
tographed on the capitol steps, he 
said that some day he, too, would 
be a legislator, 

“Little Noah,” son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Roland E. Tucker, was born 
in Elba, March 15, 1929, as flood- 
waters were advancing up the ho- 
tel steps at the rate of a step an 
hour and were within three feet 
of the second floor, 

He was born at about Z a.m.,, 
without medical attention or sup- 
plies and with only a dim kerosene 
lamp to illuminate the room, Be- 
fore he was 12 hours old, and as 
the water had virtually submerg- 
ed the floor in the hotel room, 
“Little Noah” and his mother were 
rescued by a boating party which 
yemoved them through a window. 
A few hours later he reached a 
hospital in Enterprise, 18 miles 
away. 

Birth of “Little Noah,” as the 
Elba flood reached its height, was 
broadcast over the flooded area 
and almost instantaneously he was 
given the nickname which persists 
after 10 years. — 

His father, operator of a print 
shop in Elba, lost his property, 
due to the flood, and the family 
moved to Montgomery, where they 
have resided several years, 

“Little Noah’ reminded inter- 
viewers at the capitol that Wed- 
nesday not only was his birthday, 
but was the birthday of his 
grandmother, Mrs. A. B. Tucker, 
of Montgomery.

DUNN TO “CLEAN 
CLOSE UP” 


uP OR 
VIOLATORS 


MONTGOMERY, March 22, 
David B#, Dunn, given the power 
as regulator of Alabama's $6,500,- 
000 beer business, moved forward 
on a broad front today to “clean 
up or close up” the flagrant law 
violators among the State's 1,600 
retail beer outlets, 

Dunn, former administrator of 
the Alabama Aleoholic Beverage 
Control Board, was named State 
director of the Brewers and Ali. 
bama Beer Distributors Commits 
tce at its organization meeting 
here last week, attended by more 
than 50 shipping brewers and dis- 
tributors controlling approximate- 
ty 98 per cent of the State's beer 
supply, 

Dunn, who resigned his State 
post to assume control of the beer 
industry, which gives employment 
to more than 5,000, was piven two 
powerful weapons in the industry's 
self-regulation program the au- 
thority to instruct brewer and dis- 
{ributor members to shut off the 
supply of beer to law violating 
beer outlets which refuse to heed 
warnings, and the right to call on 
the ABC Board, on behalf of the 
organized beer industry, to revoke 
the license of establishments which 
persist in violating the law, 

Regulation of the industry, spon- 
sored by the United Brewers In- 
dustrial Foundation, will be car- 
ried out through ten district “good 
conduct” committees covering Ala- 
bama’s 25 wet counties, which will 
report violations to State head- 
quarters for investigation, 
tor Dunn wrote the chairmen of 
these district committees this 
week asking for a full list of re- 
tail beer outlets which have 
brought complaints from the pub- 
lic because of flagrant law viola- 
tions. 

He stressed that these com- 
plaints would be thoroughly inves- 
tigated and every effort made to 
cbtain the cooperation of owners 
hefore drastic steps were taken,

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CONTRACT LET FO 
PAVING HIGH WAY 
TO ENTERPRISE 


Announcement was made last 
week by the State Highway De- 
partment that contract had been 
let to the Vandegriff Construction 
Company of Montgomery for pav- 
ing the Wiba-Mnterprise highway, 
Bids were opened on the project 
Tuesday and Vandegriff submitted 
the lowest bid, $161,504.14, 

A stipulation in the advertise- 
ment for bids on this road project 
stated that the contractor would 
be given 140 working days in 
which to complete this work, How- 
ever, it is understood that con- 
tractors get the benefit of days 
on which it rains, so it is not defl- 
pitely known just when this work 
will be completed, Ordinarily, it 
is understood, only about twenty 
days in each month can be count- 
ed as working days. On this basis 
the road will not be completed be- 


fore winter, although motorists 
were hoping that it could be 
topped before the cold weather 
hinders, 


The Vandegriff company is said 
to be one of the largest contract- 
Ing firms operating in this section 
of the country and has done some 
fine work in highway construction. 
Should work be started at two or 
three points at the same time, 
there is a probability that the road 
can be finished before winter. 
While no definite date has been 
set, it is anticipated that work 
will begin within the next week. 

It was also stated here this 
week that the Highway Depart- 
raent announced recently that an 
agreement had been reached with 
Pike County for completion of 
paving on the Troy-Elba highway.

“LIPTLE NOAH,” FLOOD-BORN | 


BOY, IS CALLER AT CAPIrOL 


MONTGOMERY, March 15.— 


Charles Edwin ‘Tucker — ‘Little 
Noah” of Elba flood fame—born 


as floodwaters from Pea River ed- 
died perilously near his parents’ 
second floor hotel room, was 10 
years old Wednesday and paid the 
capitol a visit on his birthday. 

The flood-born infant, now a 
pgangling, tow-haired lad with a 
penchant for cowboy movies and 
an admiration for G-men— and 
legislators—visited the capitol in 
company with his uncle, Represen- 
tative Earl Tucker, of Clarke 
County. 

Although his parents have striv- 
en hard to emphasize his real name 
and despite the fact that he hasn’t 
lived in Elba for several years, 
the lad responds as readily Wed- 
nesday to the nickname, “Little 
Noah,” given him by Elba folk at 
the time of the flood, as he does 
to his own, Charles Edwin. 

“Little Noah,’ moreover, isn’t 
afraid of water, and says he likes 
to take an occasional plunge, but 
is actually more interested in oth- 
er things, specifically history and 
State affairs, (His uncle is a leg- 
islator and his grandfather, A. B. 
Tucker, holds a State position.) 
On his tenth birthday, when pho- 
tographed on the capitol steps, he 
said that some day he, too, would 
be a legislator, 

“Little Noah,” son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Roland E. Tucker, was born 
in Elba, March 15, 1929, as flood- 
waters were advancing up the ho- 
tel steps at the rate of a step an 
hour and were within three feet 
of the second floor, 

He was born at about Z a.m.,, 
without medical attention or sup- 
plies and with only a dim kerosene 
lamp to illuminate the room, Be- 
fore he was 12 hours old, and as 
the water had virtually submerg- 
ed the floor in the hotel room, 
“Little Noah” and his mother were 
rescued by a boating party which 
yemoved them through a window. 
A few hours later he reached a 
hospital in Enterprise, 18 miles 
away. 

Birth of “Little Noah,” as the 
Elba flood reached its height, was 
broadcast over the flooded area 
and almost instantaneously he was 
given the nickname which persists 
after 10 years. — 

His father, operator of a print 
shop in Elba, lost his property, 
due to the flood, and the family 
moved to Montgomery, where they 
have resided several years, 

“Little Noah’ reminded inter- 
viewers at the capitol that Wed- 
nesday not only was his birthday, 
but was the birthday of his 
grandmother, Mrs. A. B. Tucker, 
of Montgomery.

Those of us, that is, 
who are fortunate enough and 
courageous enough to take the 
28-hour passage from New York 
to England in the great new 
“Yankee Clipper,” the largest and 
finest passenger aircraft ever built. 

Carrying 74 passengers and a 
crew of ten, there is every reason 
to expect this great ship of the 
air to perform as its designers and 
engineers expect it to. Much long- 
er flights, and many of them, have 
been made across the Pacifie and 
are being made almost with the 
regularity of railroad schedules. 

But the Pacific, as its name im- 
plies, is a much milder stretch of 
water than the North Atlantic. 
Extraordinary precautions, we are 
told, have been taken to guard 
against the unstable air conditions 
over the sea which Englishmen 
still refer to as the ‘Western 
Ocean,” though it is east of any

HOW TO MAKE A SMOKE— 
[ find that many farmers do not 
know how to make a good smoke 
jor their meat. It is a very sim- 
ple matter and we should all pass 
the news on to our neighbors if 
they do not know how. ‘The one 
thing to do is to start a fire and 
then keep it from burning. When 
you do this you have a white 
smoke and only a small amount 


of green wood will make a lot of 


smoke. I have found by expe- 
rience that the best plan is to 
dig a shallow hole in the middle 
cof the smokehouse and build the 
fire in this hole. The hole should 
be about six inches deep, Place 
& piece of old tin over the fire and 
leave it so the smoke can barely 
escape.

SAUL BECOMES A NEW MAN 

LESSON TE NwACts 931-12, 17-19, 

GOLDEN THXT—Therefore if any 
man be In Christ, he is a new creature; 


old things are passed awny; behold, all 


things are become new.—II Corinthians 
6:17, 

The conversion of Saul is admit 
tedly one of the outstanding events 
in Bible history. When two bril- 
liant English lawyers, Lord Lyttle- 


ton and Sir Gilbert West, set out to 


disprove the truth of Christianity, 


they selected the resurrection of 
Christ and the story of Paul's con- 
version as the focal points of their 
proof, Working independently, they 


then came together to compare 
notes and found that they had both 


become Christians since they had 
become convinced of the truth of 


the Scriptures. 


The two events may well stand 
as evidence for Christian- 
ity, for only on the ground of regen- 
eration can the change in Saul be 
accounted for, and only on the as- 
surance that he met the risen Christ 
on the Damascus Road can we ac- 
count for his conversion. This is a 
great lesson, let us make the very

As our lesson opens we find the 
brilliant and zealous young Jew, 
Saul, “yet breathing out threaten- 
ings and slaughter against the dis-

were ‘‘of the way"’ of Jesus. Look- 
ing for new fields to conquer, he 
carries with him to Damascus let- 
ters from the high priest at Jeru- 
salem, giving him authority to im- 
prison the followers of Christ. But 
on the way he meets Christ Him- 
self, and is stricken to the earth, 

Il. A Convicted Sinner (vy. 3-9). 

Stricken down by a brilliant heay- 
enly light, he finds himself talking 
to the Lord Jesus. He hears from 
His holy lips the solemn indictment 
of those who persecute God’s peo- 
ple—‘‘Why persecutest thou me?” 
He who lays unkind hands, or untrue 
accusation upon God's children had 
best beware, for so closely is our 
Lord identified with His people that 
when they suffer, it is He who bears 
the hurt. 

In a single sentence the Lord dis- 
poses of the persecuting zeal and 
the sinful skepticism of this proud 
young Pharisee, and Saul enters 
into Damascus not as the haughty 
persecutor, but as a man trembling 
and astonished at his own sin, He 
spends three days shut in with his 
own soul and God, not seeing, not 
caring to eat, losing all conscious- 
ness of earth, but entering into com- 
munion with God. By God’s grace 
the old life is pulled up by the 
roots as it is displaced by the new 
life in Christ Jesus. 

Ill. An Obedient Disciple (vv. 10- 
12). 

Ananias was the “I am here, 
Lord”’ type of Christian to whom 
the Lord can confidently commit 
His important business. All we 
know of him is what is contained 
in this chapter, but it is a very 
beautiful and enviable record. God 
is able to work directly on any hu- 
man soul and accomplish His end 
(as He did with Saul on the Damas- 
cus Road), but His usual manner of 
working is through faithful human 
agencies. One wonders how much 
would be accomplished for God if 
every Christian were as willing and 
ready as was Ananias to do the 
Lord’s bidding in seeking out and 
helping a struggling soul. The 
greatest of all Christian leaders, the 
apostle Paul, was led out into his 


| life of loyalty and service to Christ 


by a humble layman. Repeatedly 
God's Word by precept and exam- 
ple stresses the vital importance of 
personal work on the part of lay- 
men and women, The leaders of 
Christian work during the coming 
generation are now in the Sunday 
School classes of our churches, per- 
haps in a little wayside chapel in 
the country, in the village church, 
in the mission or settlement house, 
or in the great city church. 

IV. A Converted Brother (vy. 17. 
19). 

The fears of Ananias that Saul 
might still be a worker of evil (v. 
13) are soon overcome by God's 
assurance that in the praying Sau 
He had prepared for Himself ‘‘s 
chosen vessel” (v, 15) to bear the 
gospel to the Gentiles and to kings 
as well as to Israel. 

It is interesting to observe tha! 
Saul knew nothing of that subtle 
hypocrisy known as being “'a secre 
believer,"’ for at once he made oper 
confession of his faith in baptism 
and ‘‘straightway he preached Chris} 
in the synagogues that he is the 
Son of God" (v, 20).

W. T. MOORE OF THE BASIN COMMUNITY, WITH HIS 


COULD YOU USE A DOLLAR 
A DAY FOR SPARE TIME? 


"Yes, there is a difference, and 
what a difference!” said Mr, W. 'T. 
Moore of Basin community, when 
asked to compare his present flock 
of poultry with the chickens he 
raised a few years ago, 

Mr. Moore has a flock of 175 
White Leghorn hens which aver- 
aged better than 83 eggs per day 
during this past December, “I re- 
member that around Christmas 
time in 1980 when I gathered 12 
lo 15 eggs per day from 200 hens," 
says Mr. Moore, “At that time 
I was buying cheap chicks of just 
average grade but I have learned 
from experience that it did not 
pay. I pay more attention now 
to the egg laying strain back of 
the chicks rather than just the 
breed and I find it pays to pay 
more and buy chicks from the 
higher egg laying strains. This 
past February I purchased 400 
White Leghorn chicks from an Ala- 
bama U. 8. Approved Pullorum 
tested hatchery, but before pur- 
chasing I got a statement from 
the owner assuring me that these 
chicks would come from two year 
old hens that had produced better 
than 200 eggs each in their pullet 
year and were mated to male 
birds from better than 250 egg 
hens, As a rule this grade chicks 
cost from 4 to 6 cents more, but 
if you will make a careful check 
on the difference in egg produc- 
tion you will find that you could 
afford to pay two or three times 
that much and then make more 
money than you can with the or- 
dinary chicks,’ continued Mr, 
Moore, 

Mr. Moore states that his pullets 
began laying at the age of four 
months and 20 days and during the 
fall months he got as high as 135 
eggs per day, At the time they be- 
gan laying he was $125 behind on 
raising the chicks, counting cost 
of chicks and feed, but now they 
have already laid more than 
enough eggs to pay this back and 
in addition pay for the feed and 
labor. 

“My feed bill is now running 
around $25.00 per month, allow- 
ing a fair price for the corn I am 
using for scratch, and my egg sales 
run around $60.00 per month, 
which leayes around $1.00 per day 
profit above feed cost,’ Mr. Moore 
states further. 

These 175 pullets were vaccinat- 
ed for fowl pox by W. L. Walsn, 
vocational agricultural field work- 
er, who also gave assistance in 
treating pullets for lice. Mr. 
Moore believes in keeping his 
poultry houses clean and sanitary 
and his birds in a healthy condi- 
tion, 

Mr. Moore is having his flock 
blood-tested and will sell hatching 
eggs to an Alabama hatchery this 
coming season. 

On the 10th of this past Decem- 
ber, ‘Mr. Moore purehased some 
400 baby chicks from the Opp 
Hatchery to grow out for early

THIS FARMER'S INCOME 


“Even a small flock of hens will 
buy groceries, and help pay foi 


clothes and Christmas supplies for 
the children,’ say Mr. and Mrs, 
J, lL, Allen of Mixon's Cross Roads 
Community, who have forty-five 


White Leghorn pullets. 


On February 22, 1988, the Allens 


got 105 day-old White Leghorn 
chicks, of which they raised 105. 
Up to the time the pullets start- 
ed laying the cost of bought feed 
was only $9.85. 
und twenty cents worth of cock- 
erels were sold, which more than 
paid for the feed bought to raise 
them. ‘There were only forty-five 
pullets and one of these was kill- 
ed by a car at about five months 
of age, leaving only forty-five to 
go into the laying house, 

The Allens repaired an old poul- 
try house and raised their chicks 
in it, using a kerosene brooder to 
keep them warm. This same house 


has been converted into a laying} 


house and is serving the purpose 
very efficiently. One roll of wire 
was bought at a cost of $6.50 to 
build a yard in which to keep 
them, Laying mash is kept be- 
fore them at all times and they 
are given all the corn they will 
eat late in the afternoon. 

When the pullets were put in 
the laying house September first, 
they had laid only a few eggs, but 
were well developed. Below is 
given the production and feed cost 
for September, October and No- 
vember:

the pullets had Fowl Pok which 
held their production down some, 
but in spite of it these forty-five 
pullets paid the Allens 50c a day 
above feed cost. Up to date, De- 
cember 20, the production has 
been higher for December than 
any previous months, the highest 
production being thirty-eight eggs 
per day. 

Mr. and Mrs. Allen are very 
proud of their pullets and are plan- 
ning to buy at least 100 more day 
old White Leghorns late in Febru- 
ary or early in March of 1939.

DR. 8S. PARKES CADMAN 


Every Sunday He Preached To More Than 
5,000,000 People 


Krom my home in New York, I 
occasionally crossed the East Riv- 
er to spend a few delightful hours 
chatting with the late S. Parkes 
Cadman, of Brooklyn. Doctor 
Cadman was one of the best known 
men in America. You probably 
heard him preach many times on 
the radio, for he broadcast for 
eleven years, He was one of the 
pioneers in broadcasting, 

If you think you are busy, listen 
te what Doctor Cadman accomp- 
lished in a day! 

He got up at seven o'clock, dic- 
tated twenty or thirty letters, 
wrote fifteen hundred words for 


jhis newspaper column, prepared a 


sermon or worked on a book he 
was writing, visited five or six 
ef his parishioners, attended two 
or three meetings, made a talk or 
two, dashed home, read a new 
book completely through, then call- 
ed it a day and got to sleep about 
two o'clock in the morning. 

A program like that would make 
me dizzy in forty-eight hours but 
Doctor Cadman kept it up month 
efter month—and he was far be- 
yond middle age, Think of it! 
He said that was simple. He 
planned his work, 

He declared that he saved one 
hour a day by dictating to a dicta- 
phone instead of dictating to a 
secretary, and he told me that 
Gladstone taught him a valuable 
lesson about how to work. 

When Gladstone was managing 
the affairs of England for Queen 
Victoria, he had four desks in his 
cffice—one for literary work, one 
for correspondence, one for politi- 
cal affairs and one for his favor- 
ite studies. Gladstone found he 
could work better when he got 
variety; so he would work awhile 
at one desk and then move to an- 
cther, Doctor Cadman did the 
same thing. He constantly varied 
his tasks, and he said that kept 
nim fresh and alert. 

And he varied his reading, too. 
If you imagine the learned Doctor 
Cadman was always poring over 
pious books of theology, you are 
wrong. He believed that it was 
as necessary to have variety in 
your reading as in your eating. 
So he read two or three detective 
stories every week. He loved 
“Sherlock Holmes” and he regiard- 
cd “The Hound of the Basker- 
villes’’ as the finest detective story 
ever written. 

To me, one of the astonishing 
things about this astonishing man 
is the fact that he went to work 
{n a coal mine in England when 
he was eleven years old, and for 
ten long years he continued to 


work underground for eight hours 
every day, to help support his 
younger brothers and sisters, 

He knew there was only one way 
to get out of that coal mine, and 
that was to read himself out of it. 
So during the ten years that he 
worked as a coal miner, he read 
every book he could beg or borrow 
in the neighboring village—more 
than a thousand volumes, No 
wonder that boy got ahead. You 
couldn't have stopped him with 
enything less potent than a shot 
fun, Ten years after he started 
in the coal mine, he had educated 
himself sufficiently to pass his 
college examinations with honors 
and to win a scholarship at Rich- 
mond College, in London. 

Doctor Cadman preached every 
Sunday to more than five million 
people. He was one of the most 
famous preachers on earth. He 
was heard all over the world. 

Admiral Byrd once sent him a 
radiogram from Little America, 
telling him how much they were 
enjoying his talks down near the 
South Pole, 

Yet, when Doctor Cadman first 
came to America, he got a job 
preaching to only one hundred and 
fifty people in Miilbrook, N. Y. 

Doctor Cadman told me that 
Abraham Lincoln had affected him 
more than any other man in all 
history. Thackeray was his fa- 
vorite novelist, and his favorite 
poems were Wordsworth's “Ode 
io Immortality” and Milton's “Ode 
to the Nativity.”

time? ‘This question came to my 
mind when we were studying 
Hiome Management, I decided

& good cleaning, From an old ta-

It will be painted so as to 
harmonize with the rest of the 
kitchen, In the safe we keep 
cooked food. 

Have you ever burned your fin- 
ger? I am sure you have if you 
have ever cooked, To prevent the 
burning of my fingers I am going 
to make pot holders. The pot hold- 
er will be made from cloth scraps. 
They will be kept in a holder made 
from oil cloth. The oil cloth will 
be easy cleaned and durable. It 
will be placed near the stove. 

One day when I was working 
on my project my mother said, 
“The kitchen arranged like this 
will make my work easier,” I 
think when my project is com- 
pleted it will be one my entire 
family will enjoy.
